It was Margaret Cotter on _ her 
Rocksie who provided one of the out- 
standing performances in show ring 
annals as well as the biggest thrill of 
Meadowbrook’s two day Columbus 
Horse Show when she tied up all oth- 
er competitors in the knockdown and 
out class last Sunday by sending her 
mount over a 6 foot barrier. With 
the going made slippery from the 
rain and a dense fog adding to the 
difficulties, the jumping was started 
at 4 feet 3 inches and the barrier was 
gradually raised until the spectators 
held tight onto their seats and cheer- 
ed Miss Cotter as she and her indomi- 
table mount defied elimination. 





Fenton Fadeley on his Lacquer 
Lady and Bobby Robey on Randle’s 
Way from U. S. Randle’s stable were 
tied with Rocksie at the 5% foot 
mark, but when they attempted the 
6 foot jump, both failed to clear it.

Rains Bring Spills 
At Whitemarsh Meet 


Coq Bruyere Captures The Penn- 
sylvania Hunt Cup For Fourth 
Win For Mr. Strawbridge 


Despite an overcast day, with in- 
cessant drizzle and rain to mar the 
six race card of the 18th annual 
Whitemarsh Valley Hunt Club meet- 
ing, opening the autumn circuit in 
the Philadelphia area last Saturday, 
Edward M. Cheston, hard working 
Chairman of the Race Committee put 
on an afternoon’s sport that was re- 
plete with thrills, spills and contests. 
Only 1,000 braved the day on the es- 
tate of George D. Widener in Erden- 
heim to see John Strawbridge’s Coq 
Bruyere win the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup, feature, over a course made slip- 
pery and treacherous by showers be- 
fore post-time. 

When the son of Coq Gaulois was 
ridden to the post by Mr. George 
Strawbridge with Rockicy, Mr. R. P. 
Hamilton up, from the same stable 
making up an entry, there was but 
one other in the parade: Mr. Hugh J. 
O’Donovan, owner up on his Justa 
Racket. Mr. Strawbridge, with his 
two entries, was out after his fourth 
straight win, (Coq Bruyere winning 
in 1937, Rockicy in 1936 and Sea Rig 
in 1935), while the young gentleman 
rider, George Strawbridge was out to 
duplicate his 1936 win. 

This timber course had been cut 
down by half a mile to three, due -to 
the early date. At the first of the 
fifteen jumps, after a good start, Mr. 
Hamilton on Rockicy bore out, caus- 
ing Justa Racket to refuse. By the 
time Mr. O’Donovan swung his mount 
about to try the obstacle again Coq 
Bruyere was on top by some forty 
lengths with stable-mate Rockicy in 
the interim. From then on for two 
miles Mr. Strawbridge was able to 
rate the eventual winner at an even 
pace but Mr. O’Donovan set out after 
him and gradually crept up; at the 
13th, he was within striking distance.

To an already enviable record this 
year on the eastern show circuit 
Prince Charming II, owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward V. Quinn of Shrews- 
bury, N. J., added further Tri-Color 
laurels when he was adjudged the 
Champion Hunter of the Wissahickon 
Horse Show last Saturday at White- 
marsh, Pa. Prince Charming II and 
his stablemate, Woodfellow of the 
Claredda Stables captured the bulk 
of the ribbons numbering 8 blues, 4 
seconds and three thirds, during the 
four-day exhibition, which had num- 
bered among its many entries, the re- 
cent Warrenton Champion Hexa- 
meter.

Ernest L. Redmon’s Royalty II 
Awarded Tricolor Of Orange 


Horseman’s Ass’n. 

Royalty II, the half-bred, who 
swept Rappahannock last summer, 
owned by Ernest Redmon, went on to 
new laurels the past Saturday when 
Judges, the Dean Bedfords of Falls- 
ton, Md. and Jack Prestage, of Wa- 
tertown, Conn., awarded the son of 
War Whoop the Orange Horseman’s 
Ass’n. Show’s tricolor. The big geld- 
ing was consistent in returning the 
blues, whether shown in hand, under 
saddle or over the jumps. The Red- 
mon entry earned six blues, a second, 
two thirds and a fourth in the eleven 
classes entered; going un-placed only 
in the Handicap Hunters. 

The 39-year-old Show was treated 
roughly by the weather-man and suf- 
fered in attendance and gate receipts, 
yet the class of horses in the over 
500 entries in the forty classes was 
distinctly above the average. George 
G. Lee’s, (of Norfolk) Lee’s Birth- 
day, an aged half-bred bay gelding, 
won in rapid succession the coveted 
Ladies’ Hunters and Corinthian Clas- 
ses, along with two other seconds and 
a fourth to get the Reserve. The fact 
that two half-breds were placed one- 
two in the Orange Show, over. thor- 
oughbreds only bespeaks more of 
these half-breds’ quality. 

There was class in the thorough- 
bred ranks and outstanding in the 
suitable division. Most noteworthy 
is the fine looking chestnut filly Gol- 
ondrina, owned by Mrs. James C. 
Hamilton. Mrs. Hamilton was an 
owner up in five classes where thrice 
her Dunlin—Thessaly was placed sec- 
ond behind Royalty II, the Champion, 
and once third and once fourth. Gol- 
ondrina won the Thoroughbred Hunt- 
er Class. 

Mrs. D. N. Lee had four good en- 
tries down in Orange, in Helenest, a

Patrons of Hunt Race Meetings 
will go to Westchester County, N. Y., 
for the 8th annual running of the 
Adjacent Hunts Racing Association 
at the Blind Brook Turf and Polo 
Club course near Port Chester Satur- 
day, October 1. Greater interest this 
year in the meeting is due to increase 
in purse money, and the change from 
timber racing to brush. The feature 
race for the Greenwich Plate will be 
a 3 mile brush race with a $1,000 
purse, an increase of almost 20 per 
cent over last year. Another brush 
race for the Fairfield and Westches- 
ter Plate is over a 2 mile course for 
non-winners of brush races and car- 
ries a $400 purse, which is especially 
interesting to owners of new horses. 

Racing will start at 3 p. m. with 
the Rombout Plate a mile and a half

To Win At Belmont 


Jack Skinner Trained Gelding 
Victor In Second Start For

Jack Skinner sent out Robert Mc- 
Connell’s Prattler to his second start 
this season at Belmont Park last Fri- 
day and Jockey Roberts piloted the 
6-year-old gelding over the 2 miles of 
the day’s steeplechase to beat the fa- 
vored Flying Falcon from Mill River 
Stable with amateur Johnny Harri- 
son up. Greentree Stable’s One Round 
was third some distance ahead of 
Atophan, Mrs. Ethel Jacobs’ South 
American importation while the only 
other starter Dartalong fell at the 
last fence. 

Dartalong made the early running, 
though under somewhat of a re- 
straint, as Flying Falcon raced along 
second and Atophan third. Roberts 
had Prattler well back and only wait- 
ed his chance to move up, which came 
when the water was reached as Fly- 
ing Falcon went to the front. Prattler 
was galloping along beside Dartalong 
until the final fence in the backfield 
was reached when Roberts called on 
him and he quickly raced past Flying 
Falcon. Prattler had opened up a 
considerable lead coming to the last 
fence and in the run home he was a 
good six lengths to the better of Fly- 
ing Falcon. One Round moved into 
third position when Dartalong went 
down, but finished well behind the 
other two. 

On Thursday, September 15, an- 
other favorite met defeat when F. 
Ambrose Clark’s Top Wave, handled 
by Jockey McGovern, turned back 
Thomas Hitchcock’s Rioter, 3 to 5 
choice, with amateur Rigan McKin- 
ney up, in the Broadhollow Steeple-

in Huntingdon, Long Island and mir- 
ed the going to the extent of many 
last minute scratches. As a result, 
Mr. Skinner on the Paul Mellon’s 
Rokeby Corn Dodger and Mr. Colwill 
on Mrs. J. W. Y. Martin’s Dartforth 
were the only two to follow Oliver 
Campbell, up on his 24 year old lead 
pony Manassas, to the starting point 
of the Long Island Hunt Cup’s ’Chase 
feature of the afternoon’s card. 


To make matters worse, Mr. Col- 
will, who rode Blockade, the Mary- 
land Cup winner last May, went down 
with Dartforth over the first fence. 
Mr. Skinner had then only to school 
the course to get Corn Dodger’s name 
inscribed on the $750 trophy. Mrs. 
Frank M. Gould’s Ostend, winner in 
1937, entered for this year, was 
scratched due to an accident sustain- 
ed in final preparation for this meet- 
ing. It was said that Mrs. Gould an- 
nounced at West Hills that the gal- 
lant little son of Dodge—Frances 
Jane had grabbed a quarter this week 
schooling the course and may not be 
able to go in the Meadow Brook. 

The best race on the program was 
the Mannetto Steeplechase, a two 
mile ‘“‘rush over brush’’, which Mrs.

The 40th running of The Meadow 
Brook Cup gets underway tomorrow 
at 11:30 A. M. on the estate of F.

Thirteen timber horses of note 
have been entered in the Meadow 
Brook, of 3% miles over timber, in- 
cluding Corn Dodger, owned by Roke- 
by Stables fresh from his unexerted 
gallop and win in the Long Island 
Hunt Cup last Saturday, to be ridden 
again by his trainer-rider Mr. Skin- 
ner. Others include those great vet- 
erans: Fugitive, owned by Mrs. G. H. 
Bostwick, Ostend, owned by Mrs. 
Frank M. Gould and last year’s win- 
ner, Coq Bruyere, owned by John 
Strawbridge, winner last week of the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup and Seafarin 
Dan, owned by Capt. Ewart Johnston, 
who’s last outing was over brush in 
the big National Cup at Foxcatcher. 

The Hayes Memorial has $1,000 
added for the 2 miles over brush, for 
4 year olds and up. S. A. Warner 
Baltazzi’s William B. Streett-trained 
Ad Lib, winner of the National Cup 
is in under the top weight assignment 
with 148. Mrs. Isabel’Dodge Sloane’s 
National Anthem carries the top of 
155, while F. Ambrose Clark’s Paper 
Maker and Top Wave both are load- 
ed with 150.

OUR TURN MAY COME 











As nations totter blindly towards War the thought comes to many that 
War in Europe meant War for the United States but twenty years ago. It is 
not pleasant to dream of sitting in watery trenches, of groveling in dirt and 
slime, crawling through mudholes, hiding from bullets that rip and tear and 
kill, ducking from shells that rend every limb from a body and leave it head- 
less, stark and still. The sudden rush in the early dawn, the eerie sound of 
bullets that whine, of shells that scream, of men whose cries make a hell of 
earth, such thoughts do not let one feel kindly towards the dictator of the 
Germans or any other power drunk despot who has come to feel that his 
mission to command gives him the right to order men killed in a bloody 
agony of pain. 

Perhaps there was glory in War when men could sweep across broad 
fields, when cavalry could gallop recklessly upon some great plain, when 
leaders could draw their swords and lead shining brigades against ignorant 
foes. Bright uniforms, gay flags and martial music lent an air of romance 
to War a hundred years ago, but even such thoughts must have been far 
from the minds of the men who suffered at Valley Forge or felt the stabbing 
pains of bullets on the slopes of Gettysburg. The ‘‘War is Hell’’ of Sherman 
was probably as true in those other years as it is today although the years 
soften its cruel pains and leave a faint aurora of sham glory of which the 
present is starkly bare. 

War holds nothing in store today but death and misery. Thousands upon 
thousands must sacrifice their lives, nations must go bankrupt and wives and 
mothers and sisters must have their lives ruined because some self indulged 
maniac feels it his duty to lead his country into war. It is strange that men 
can be so blind, so thoughtless, so forgetful. But twenty years ago the en- 
tire world had had enough. Peace at any price was to be the slogan and 
nations pledged themseves to see that no nation stepped beyond the pale. 
Now Time, that strange healer, has even wiped out the bloody scars on all 
those battlefields in France. Those torn bodies, mouldering in their graves, 
did truly die in vain. Their lives cut short, their memories fading with the 
years, their names are but cruel ironies on lives that might have been and 
are no more. 

People walk down streets and stride across fields with others. They do 
not fight and kill for the things they want. Civilization at least has progres- 
sed enough to maintain the law “Thou shalt Not Kill,”” as men gather in 
their daily life. There is an intercourse among individuals and even among 
nations that can lead to peaceful solutions of all problems. Why, if men 
may settle their differences in courts of law, over tables, and behind count- 
ers, cannot nations do the same? There can be little hope for civilization so 
long as the menace of the war minded demagogue is allowed to roam loose 
in the world. Leaders willing to unleash all that blood and horror which 
has scarce been forgotten, should be tried by their peers and hung as crass 
murderers. It is easy enough to say that war is hell, but let other nations 
fight, until the time comes for us to go to an ugly death in some mudhole 
and then the realization becomes all too clear that men like Hitler who whip 
innocent nations into a frenzy of war mania should themselves be whipped 
with a stick until they drop in their own blood.

Brings D. N. Rust’s Stud Near 
Top For Juvenile Sires 

Another young Time Maker ‘‘Came 
out of the West” to score an impres- 
sive triumph over a formidable group 
of his contemporaries when Mrs. F. 
A. Carreaud’s Time Alone accounted 
in grand style for the $10,000 added 
Eastern Shore Handicap which feat- 
ured the week-end program at Havre 
de Grace last Saturday.

I think at last I have my two 
houses in the Village ready for their 
tenants. I have made a path back 
and forth from the Variety Store and 
Stray Shot. Thank goodness the 
Variety can just about fill every need 
from soup to nuts. This store was 
started not long ago by the charming 
Mrs. Atkinson and her Father. Mr. 
Welsh was one of my first friends 
when I came to Middleburg (and still 
is, I HOPE, after putting up with an 
awful lot from me when I was a kid 
and spent quite a lot of my time eat- 
ing up the profits in his store). 

I can now concentrate more on 
handing out some rare recipes that I 
hope you will like. 

Since writing this food business I 
have had my mind so much on food 
that I have eaten a lot more and con- 
sequently have put on so much 
poundage that I am working like a 
dog to take some of it off so I will 
not break my hunters’ backs when I 
start hunting, and am taking parafine 
baths and massages from the most 
divine Norwegian woman and while 
she is kneading the bejeesus out of 
me I make her tell me all about her 
native cooking. It’s very odd, and 
sounds simply delicious. 

Here are some of the recipes I ask- 
ed her to write out for me: First of 
all she told me that like all Northern 
peoples (probably due to climatic 
conditions) eat a great deal of salt- 
ed meat and fish. 

The cooking, on the whole, is very 
plain, but good, I think. 

Among the poorer class, fish is 
mostly eaten, and meat is considered 
a luxury. In the markets the fish 
are kept in tanks, and when a house- 
wife selects her fish it is gaily swim- 
ming around, little knowing its fate, 
or that it will soon be made into 
Fiskefarce or Fisk-pudding. Nor- 
wegians like their fish either very, 
very fresh or funnily enough very 
“high”. They will keep a trout ina 
jar with salt for as much as two 
months before they eat it. This might 
not be old for some things but I 
think pretty old for a fish. It re- 
minds me of the saying of Madame 
Metternich about a woman’s age. 
Fifty years is not old for a cathedral, 
but old for a woman. 

Hors-d’oeuvres are a specialty in 
Norway. Not only pleasant to eat, 
but always attractively served. One 
consists of hard boiled eggs cut in 
half, the yolks taken out and boiled 
shrimp hung by their tails all around 
the egg cup, the center being refilled 
with the pounded yolk and mixed 


Sur Sild is another famous Norweg- 
ian hors-’d’oeuvres. Put a large salt 
herring in water and soak for 12 
hours. Dry fish, skin and bone it 
and cut into inch lengths. Put ina 
glass dish, cover with sliced onions 
and cover with 2-3 of vinegar to 1-3 
of water and stand in a cool place for 
another 12 hours. For serving, re- 
move fish from liquid, garnish with 
chopped truffle and serve with dark, 
buttered bread. 


Almond Cake 

Beat the whites of ten eggs to a stiff 
froth, add gradually 1 pound of sugar 
and 1 pound of almonds (previously 
blanched and pounded in a morter). 
Put in a well buttered tin and dry in 
a cool oven for two hours. When 
done, cut in half to make two cakes. 
Sprinkle with a little Maderia and 
cover with skinned and cored boiled 
apples, left whole, and over the cakes 
pour the following sauce. Beat the 
yolks of the ten eggs with just under 
a % lb of sugar, flavor with vanilla 
and put on a slow fire. Stir in 1 1-2 
pints of cream. This very rich cake 
is garnished with whipped cream. 

The ten eggs will probably dampen 
your ardor, but its worth it. The 
cake is terribly good and heavens
